WARNING TO THE NATION. 

In a speech before the St. Paul, 
Minn., Commercial Club, recently, 
James J. Hill, President of the Great 
Northern Railway, gave his views re- 
garding commercial conditions of the 
nation. 

“The nation at large,” he said, “is 
prosperous. We are cutting a wide 
swath, there is no doubt of that. If 
we get down, however, to a closer ex- 
amination, we will readily see that the 
nation is living profligately. We are 
selling out our natural resources — ex- 
ploiting them as fast as we can without 
building up industries and trade rela- 
tions to take their place when exhaust- 
ed. 

“It is only a question of time till our 
timber is exhausted. ’ Our public do- 
main is all gone, and the nation can not 
longer boast that it has homes for all. 
Where are the immigrants rushing to 
our shores to end up? Not on the land 
we have nothing more to offer them. 
They must crowd into the cities. 

“When this nation has one hundred 
and fifty million people, they will have 
to do something, else than exploit natu- 
ral resources to earn a living. We will 
eventually have to meet the commer- 
cial competition England is meeting to- 
day, and have to face such problems as 
she is now facing with 1,000,000 crying 
for bread, with no bread to feed save 



( as charity doles it out to them.” 

Mr. Hill closed his address with ex- 
pression of hope that steps would be 
taken to conserve the national re- 
sources before it was too late, and to 
establish better trade relations so that 
foreign markets might be secured for 
the increasing output of our industries. 
He especially urged better trade rela- 
tions with Canada.

vation. This is due to the gratifying 
prices last year for farm products, the 
gradual decrease in cultivatable areas 
by the accretions of large stock farms 
of surrounding territory, a id t he arge 
influx of mountain people into the cen- 
tral part of the State, hence those 
possessing land which they expect to 
sell are advised to hold it, as the price 
of land, already high, is expected not 
only to hold its figure, but even prom- 
ises to go higher. Farm work has be- 
gun and much sod land will be cultivat- 
ed this year. Tobacco beds are burn- 
ing in every section of the country and 
the indications point to an increase in 
acreage this year. The growing 
crops of wheat have done well during 
the winter and are looping well. The 
rye crop is larger than last year. 

Hemp breaking is going on. Moat of 
the crop was contracted for last fall at 
a low price. 

Old com is scarce and high, bringing 
from $2.50 to $2.95 per barrel in the 
crib, and some farmers think the price 
will reach $3.00 by May 1 . Ewes are 
lambing early and it te believed that 
the lamb crop will be larger than last 
year. 

A number of lambs have been con- 
tracted for June delivery and a number 
of farmers have offered 25 and 30 cents 
per pound for their wool, but have re- 
fused. Hogs are scarce and at sales 
made throughout the country by the 
head, have averaged from 7 to 8 c per 
pound.

TRAINS ON SOUTHERN RAILWAY, 



Effective Sunday February 25th, the 
Southern Railway will place in service 
two additional trains in each direction 
between Danville and Lawrenceburgr.
